Skegness  Infant  Welfare. 

During  the  past  year  the  attendances  at  the  Welfare  Centre 
have  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  found  necessary,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  to  open  the  Clinic  an  extra 
day.  It  is  now  open  each  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons 
from  2  p.m.  until  4  p.m.  Dr.  Easterbrook  attends  each  Friday. 

The  average  attendance  has  been  65  mothers  and  82 
children  each  week.  The  centre  is  in  charge  of  the  Health 
Visitor,  Miss  Maley,  who  gives  a  talk  each  week  on  feeding, 
clothing,  cleanliness  and  babies  ailments.  Five  voluntary 
helpers  are  present  each  week. 

Fresh  Milk  and  Virol  are  provided  free  in  necessitous  cases. 

An  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  now  held  alternate  Friday  morn¬ 
ings,  instead  of  only  once  a  month,  from  11  a.m.  until  1  p.m., 
and  a  qualified  dentist  attends  fortnightly. 

The  Mothers  enjoyed  a  Christmas  Party  given  by  the 
Committee  and  friends. 

Children’s  Day  Nursery. 

A  Children’s  Day  Nursery  under  the  Management  of  fully 
Trained  Nurses  has  been  provided.  This  has  proved  of  inestim¬ 
able  value  to  mothers  who  know  their  children  are  being  cared 
for  in  healthy  and  happy  surroundings.

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  hospital  for  infectious  diseases  is  situated  in  an  isolated 
position  on  the  Wainfleet  Road,  and  is  about  two  miles  from  the 
town. 

There  are  16  beds  available  for  residents  and  visitors. 

The  majority  of  cases,  about  75  per  cent.,  treated  at  the 
hospital,  are  visitors  to  the  town. 

The  buildings  consist  of  two  ward  blocks,  administrative 
block,  also  outhouses,  and  housing  for  steam  disinfector. 

I  must  express  my  thanks  to  the  matron  (Miss  B.  M. 
Herratt)  for  the  skill  and  careful  attention  given  to  all  patients 
whilst  in  hospital. 
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The  Hospital  proved  adequate  during  the  year  to  deal  with 
all  cases  of  infectious  disease  which  arose. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

There  is  no  local  centre  available  for  the  treatment  of 
venereal  diseases. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  provide  for  the  treatment  of  tuber¬ 
culosis.  The  nearest  clinic  is  at  Spilsby,  and  the  nearest 
Sanatorium  at  Louth.  A  clinic  for  this  purpose  ought  to  be 
established  at  Skegness. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

A  horse-drawn  carriage  is  provided  for  the  removal  of  cases 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  This  is  unsuitable  and  should  be 

replaced  hy  a  modern  conveyance. 

For  other  cases  a  motor  ambulance  is  provided  by  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  and  is  garaged  with  Mr.  W.  Knott, 
Drummond  Road,  Telephone  No.  51. 

Owing  to  the  greatly  increased  use  made  of  the  Ambulance, 
I  consider  the  time  has  come  when  a  better  and  more  up  to-date 
type  of  ambulance  should  be  provided. 

Cottage  Hospital. 

The  town  has  been  well  served  in  pa«t  years  by  the 
Skegness  Cottage  Hospital.  The  Hospital  accommodation  is  11 
beds,  3  private  wards  and  2  cots.  There  is  an  efficient  X-Ray 
Department  and  Light  and  Radiant  Heat  Therapy  can  be 
obtained  in  the  Institution.  Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  the 
work  done  by  the  Hospital  I  am  pleased  the  Hospital  Committee 
have  embarked  on  an  appeal  for  funds  for  extending  the 
Hospital  accommodation.  Your  Council  has  done  a  great  deal 
to  help  the  good  work  done  by  the  Hospital  Authorities.  The 
Hospital  is  making  provision  for  the  care  of  Maternity  Cases 
which  will  prove  of  great  value  in  Skegness. 

Laboratory  Work. 

The  Council  is  a  life  member  of  the  Clinical  Research 
Association,  London,  who  carry  out  laboratory  work  at  special 
rates.

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  in  all 
necessitous  cases. 

General  Health. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been  good  during  the 
year,  and  there  was  no  occurrence  of  disease  of  special 
importance. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  constant  and  is  of  excellent  quality.

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  are  none  in  the  Area. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Soil  and  surface  water  sewers  have  been  laid  and  extended 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  district  as  occasion  demanded.  The 
erection  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  was  well  in  hand  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Steps  have  been  taken,  when  sewers  have  become  available, 
to  connect  property  to  such  sewers  and  provide  W.C.’s  in  lieu 
of  pails  and  privies.  The  number  of  closets  on  the  conservancy 
system  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  will  be  found  in 
the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Scavenging 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and 
the  cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies,  and  cesspools  in  the  area 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

This  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  a  most  efficient  manner. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited, 
the  defects  or  nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action  or  result  of 
action  taken  in  regard  to  these  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

Periodical  observations  are  taken  of  the  works  chimneys  in 
the  area.  Five  informal  notices  were  served,  and  these  were 
complied  with. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  necessary. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  of  the  public 
elementary  schools  are  excellent. 

The  County  School  Medical  Officer  regularly  inspects  the 
schools  and  the  children.  Any  treatment  required  can  be 
obtained  through  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  town  and 
through  the  various  schemes  provided  by  the  Education  com¬ 
mittee.  As  in  the  case  of  infant  Welfare  Centres  close  co-opera¬ 
tion  between  the  Medical  Officers  and  the  Medical  Practitioners 
is  essential  for  efficient  service. 

All  the  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools  are  supplied  with 
milk  each  morning. 

Housing1 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  licences  were  issued  for  the  tem¬ 
porary  use  of  houses  under  Section  61  Housing  Act  1936.  The 
general  housing  conditions  are  good,  there  being  no  houses 
overcrowded  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Report  on  Housing  Acts  Inspections. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  and  the  action  taken  will 
be  found  in  the  tabulated  report. 

Shops  Act. 

Frequent  Inspections  were  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act. 

It  was  found  necessary  in  four  cases  to  serve  Statutory 
notices  requiring  the  provision  of  reasonable  temperature  and 
sufficient  sanitary  accommodation. 

In  three  cases  the  notices  were  complied  with,  one  notice 
being  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act. 

There  are  twelve  persons  registered  to  slaughter  animals. 

Humane  methods  of  slaughter  are  used  in  all  the  slaughter 
houses. 
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Swimming’  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  one  privately  owned  swimming  pool  and  one  owned 
by  the  Council. 

Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  of  the  water 
in  these  pools  on  an  average  of  one  sample  a  month. 

In  each  case  a  satisfactory  report  of  the  water  was  received. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

1—  Number  of  Council  houses  infested,  1.  Disinfested,  1. 

2 —  Number  of  other  houses  infested,  4.  Disinfested,  4. 

3 —  Where  houses  or  rooms  are  found  to  be  infested,  all 
woodwork  such  as  skirtings  and  mouldings  are  released  and  the 
premises  sprayed  or  fumigated  according  to  circumstances, 
affected  bedding  is  either  steam  disinfected  or  destroyed  by  fire. 
In  all  cases  revisits  are  paid  to  premises  and  advice  given  to 
tenants  as  to  the  best  means  of  keeping  the  premises  free  from 
re-infestation. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

Seasonal  Camps 

The  law  in  the  past  has  been  quite  inadequate  to  deal 
satisfactorily  with  these  camps  and  I  do  hope  that  now  greater 
powers  of  control  are  given  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1986 
that  steps  will  be  taken  to  see  that  only  suitable  sites  are  allowed 
for  camping  purposes  and  to  secure  satisfactory  sanitary 
conditions. 

Meat  and  Food. 

The  three  private  slaughter-houses  situate  in  Richmond 
Drive  are  visited  by  your  Council  s  Sanitary  Inspector  during 
hours  of  slaughter. 

This  takes  place  almost  daily  in  the  season  and  in  winter 
on  three  days  each  week. 

Shops,  stalls,  vehicles  and  places  where  food  is  stored  or 
prepared  for  sale  have  been  regularly  inspected. 

Milk  Supply. 

All  farms  and  dairies  in  the  district  have  been  frequently 
visited.  All  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  are  of  good  construction, 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  attain  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness. 
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Samples  of  milk  were  frequently  taken  from  all  sources  and 
submitted  for  examination.  In  any  case  of  milk  being  found 
not  to  be  of  the  required  standard  suitable  action  was  at  once 
taken.  I  am  glad  to  say  such  cases  were  very  rare. 

Bakehouses. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  bakehouses  in  the 
district.  These  are  clean  and  well  kept. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  carrying  out  this 

Act. 

Milk  Special  Designations  Order,  1923. 

There  is  one  licensed  producer,  and  eight  licensed  purveyors 
of  “Pasteurised”  milk,  two  licensed  purveyors  of  “Tuberculin 
Tested”  milk,  and  one  licensed  purveyor  of  “Accredited  Milk.”

Workshops. 

These  were  inspected  periodically,  and  it  was  found  in  one 
or  two  instances  that  the  attention  of  the  occupier  had  to  be 
drawn  to  the  uncleanliness  of  sanicary  conveniences  or  want  of 
litnewashi ng  of  internal  wall  surfaces.  These  matters  were  put 
right  without  resorting  to  formal  measures.  The  work  carried 
on  is  mainly  motor  repairs,  dressmaking  and  millinery,  cycle 
repairs,  joinery,  photography  and  upholstery. 

General 

Skegness  is  a  town  which  has  grown  very  rapidly  in  the 
past  few  years.  It  has  developed  as  a  holiday  and  as  a  health 
resort,  catering  chiefly  for  the  Industrial  population  of  the 
Midlands.  The  records  of  sunshine,  temperature,  rainfall  and 
Ultra  Violet  Radiation  shows  Skegness  to  be  suitable  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  both  for  the  holiday  maker  and  for  the 
convalescent  patient  in  need  of  a  tonic  after  an  illness.  That 
this  has  been  recognised  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  there  are  in 
Skegness  ten  Convalescent  Homes. 

The  large  expanse  of  sand,  the  great  facilities  for  sea 
bathing  and  sun  bathing,  with  the  well  known  benefits  derived 
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therefrom,  and  the  opportunities  for  physical  exercises  and  out¬ 
door  games  of  all  kinds  in  healthy  surroundings  make  Skegness 
a  health  resort  eminently  suitable  for  children. 

The  Sun  Castle,  an  attractive  building,  glazed  with  Vita 
Glass,  overlooking  the  sea,  is  available  to  visitors  during  the 
winter  and  summer  months.  There  in  all  weathers,  visitors  may 
be  assured  of  rest  or  pleasure  in  comfortable  surroundings 
There  are  reading  and  games  rooms,  Refreshment,  and  Orchestral 
Music. 

I  append  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  and  the  usual 
tables  for  the  information  of  the  Council. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  stating  my  pleasure  in 
carrying  out  my  duties  under  a  Council  so  earnest  in  the  desire 
to  ensure  perfectly  healthy  conditions  for  the  town.
